ited field open to us which heretofore has been given only passing 
notice. Faintheartedly we have taken for granted that the western 
range countiy was monopolized by the Hereford. The majority 
of Aberdeen-Angus breeders have erroneously accepted the idea 
that perhaps Aberdeen-Angus cattle were not suited to range con- 
ditions and that it was as well to concede this particular tield to 
the Hereford. This fallacy has cost us tremenduously in the past. 
it will cost us a great deal more in the future unless we get busy 
and secure our share of a trade which rightfully belongs to us and 
it is a trade of no small consequence as thousands of bulls are 
used annually in these vast cattle producing sections of what is 
generally considered the range belt. Let us take heart and aggres- 
sively cultivate this field as I am sure its response will be well 
worth the effort. 

After several years experience with an Aberdeen-Angus herd 
in the far west, | am ready to most emphatically proclaim that the 
Aberdeen-Angus are suited to range conditions, in fact I am of the 
opinion that they have some distinct advantages over all other 
breeds, not excluding the Hereford. The unfounded prejudice 
against the Aberdeen-Angus that has heretofore existed can be 
dispelled and supplanted

these steers quietly loaded into ordinary trucks and hauled through 
the streets of Los Angeles to Swift & Company’s plant for slaugh- 
ter. These natives of a tough Califoinia range which had never 
tasted grain or hay, out sold anything in their class at the show 
by $1.00 per hundred if 1 remember correctly and they killed out 
to the entire satisfaction of their purchasers. This lot of steers 
has done as much as anything known to the writer to counteract 
the absurd prejudice which has existed in Southern California, as 
well as elsewhere, against the 1ange qualities of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle and it has afforded a great impetus to Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding in that section of 
the country which is evi- 


approval if we will but —-- 
give our cattle the oppor- 
tunity of demonstrating 
their qualifications and a- 
daptibility to range condi- 
tions. 

This utterly ground- 
less prejudice has in the 
past and is now being sup- 
ported by heresay and in 
all of my efforts at a sol- 
ution of it I have been un- 
able to find one single ar- 
gument in support of it 
that was based on facts or 
personal observation. On 
the other hand I have been 
able to prove by actual 
demonstration that Aber- 
deen-Angus excel in the 
qualities most necessary 
in range animals, notwith- 
standing all that has been 
said to the contrary. They 
are hardy, great rustlers, 
early maturing and as pro- 
lific as any of the other 
breeds. In _ prepotency 


= denced by the large num- 
ber of herds which have 
been established there.

We have made a grave 
mistake is the past by not 
going after this trade as 
the Hereford and Short- 
hoin people have done.

sequently they have a 
much broader market for 
their surplus bulls than 
we can possibly enjoy un- 
der present conditions.

istics of range cattle. These qualities are also possessed by the 
Hereford to a large degree, but the Hereford has horns which are 
useless. It also has a tendency to degenerate over a period of 
years, particularly in the hind quarters; two distinct disadvan- 
tages from which the Aberdeen-Angus are exempt. 

We hear a great deal said about Aberdeen-Angus cattle be- 
coming wild when handled under range conditions. To this charge 
I plead guilty. They do become wild when allowed to run for long 
periods in which they do not see a human being except on horse- 
back, but Herefords and Shorthorns are by no means exempt from 
this failing, in fact I am one who has to be shown that the Aber- 
deen-Angus are any worse in this respect than any of the other 
breeds. All cattle become wild when handled under these condi- 
tions. But here is where the Aberdeen-Angus excell again. They 
quiet down and become docile by handling much more quickly than 
do animals of other breeds. In other words they respond to good 
treatment a little quicker than does the Hereford or Shorthorn. 
This trait has long been apparent to handlers of cattle who have 


a strong foothold, a great 
lead as it were which is going to take a mighty effort on our part 
to overcome. To counter balance it it will be necessary for our 
Association and individual breeders as well, to exert energy and 
foresight. The Association should co-operate with breeders in an 
effort to place the merits of the Doddies before the cattle producer 
in all sections of the country. There are many new fields to ex- 
plore but I believe the West holds the most in store for us at this 
time as it is a virgin territory in which our cattle are practically 
unknown and to which they are particularly well suited. 

The Shorthoin which is entirely unsuited to range conditions 
as is generally conceded, has a big lead on us in supplying this 
range trade for the reason that Shorthorn breeders got in on the 
ground floor and have been for many years building up and ex- 
tending their markets in every direction. 

When I brought our first Aberdeen-Angus cattle to the state 
of Washington in the spring of 1916, I learned that within a few 
miles of our ranch was located a prominent Shorthorn breeder of

blood in her veins than prob- 
ably any animal in the Herd 
Book; the third a pride of 
Aberdeen, with an illustrious 
lineage; and the fourth a 
Sybil. 

These animals all carried 
a pedigree on their backs, as 
well as in the book. The 
Sybil family was a generation ago more fashionable than now, and 
this strain I allowed to lapse as the herd grew in numbers. The 
other three families eventually became the foundation cows, and 
their descendants form now the majority of the herd. 

My advice to students is, study the prize-winning strains, and 
seek to find the best, even if one starts with half the number one 
intended. 

The bull is, in may opinion, more than half the herd, and so 
half the capital should be invested in the sire. 

Watching the progress of the calves from such ancestors then 
becomes a delight. The next process is that of selections for prop- 
agation, and also exhibitions, a most interesting and educational 
purpose, that brings both pleasure and disappointment. 

Use a weighing machine, and watch the progress of the avoir- 
dupois, an infalible “weather glass,” which both warns and stim- 
ulates. 

The Smithfield Club’s main object is the promotion of early 
maturity, and perhaps one of the greatest examples of this in the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed is the record created by Luxury, another 
super-excellent 1885 Smithfield Champion, bred by the late Dr. 
Clements Stephenson.

mined to buy it and es- 
tablish there a herd of 
which breed Black 
Prince was such an out- 
standing example. The land was rich, the scenery around so beau- 
tiful that my friends have dubbed it the “Doddies’ Paradise,” and 
here it has been my good fortune to attain the summit of my boy- 
hood’s ambition, the production of Smithfield Champions. 

Having obtained the land in a Shorthorn country and on the 
borderland of the Herefords, the next consideration was the estab- 
lishment of a herd. To install a herd of Angus in a spot remote 
from its headquarters and surrounded by two such indigenous beef 
breeds required some courage, for there was then no local demand 
for the Doddy. 

But the practical experience gained in the Smithfield Markets 
had proved beyond the shadow of a doubt that the Angus carcases 
were supreme, always the first sold, and commanded the highest 
prices, being termed the “market’s toppers.” 

For many years before I purchased the nucleus of my herd I 
had studied deeply the strains of blood, families, and especially the 
lives of prize-winning stock. 

My first selection was a fashionable Blackbird, a prize-winner; 
my second an excellent Evergreen Erica, with more championship

firsts as a yearling at 
the principal breeding 
Shows, she was put in- 
to training for the fat stock shows, leading an out-of-door life till 
within a few months of the Show, and even then only being 
brought in on cold nights. Rations of concentrated food were but 
small, roots and bran and a little meal being the chief constituent, 
with a little linseed cake. Plenty of exercise on the hard roads is 
a sine qua non to success; without good feet the animal lacks style 
and carriage, which is so essential in the eyes of the best judges. 

"Tis said nothing succeeds like success, and having attained 
one Championship others followed on. In 1912, Ruby of Maise- 
more, a beautiful crossbred, followed hard in the footsteps of Clasp 
2d, but did not attain the supreme honour. She, however made a 
strong bid for it, and after winning the cup for the best cross-bred 
she eventually was awarded the King’s 100-guinea cup as the best 
—-* the Show bred by the exhibitor. Her winnings totaled

Two years later Estelle of Maisemore emulated the doughty 
deeds of her half-sister Clasp 2d, both being daughters of the re- 
doubtable Everwise, which won me 15 first prizes, 6 gold and 9

We shall be glad to publish more of this kind, as every time we give 
our readers something of this sort they call for more: 

“In your issue of January 27, Mr. Richard Walsh takes excep- 
tion to my claim that ‘Angus grades have for fourteen years prior 
to 1903, furnished the highest priced carload of each year, sold on 


our American markets.’ 


Mr. Walsh says: ‘I do not know where 


Mr. McGavock gets his figures.’ 
“T am only too glad to defend my statement made by me and 


also to furnish any information on this important subject. 


I get my 


figures from the files of the Breeder’s Gazette and Drover’s Jour- 
nal, which along with the record I have kept in the matter, agrees 


exactly. 


“For years there has been what is called the Christmas market 
at the various markets of the country, bringing out the best car- 
loads of each breed and for fourteen consecutive years the Aber- 
deen-Angus grades have furnished the highest-priced carload each 


year on the Christmas 


market. 


“In 1889, R. B. Hud- 


son Carrollton, Mo., sold 


the high-priced carload of 


the year at $7.10 per cwt. 
In 1890, Thos. Brandon. 
Carrollton, Mo., did_ it 
with a carload at $7.40 
per cwt. In 1891, anoth- 
er Carrollton man _ fur- 
nished the highest priced 
load of the year at $7.15 
per cwt. and his name 
was W. C. White. In 
1892, J. D. Eubank, Sla- 
ter, Mo., brought to Chi- 
cago the only carload 
that sold for $7 per ewt. 
I am proud of_ having 
been born in Missouri 
and can be excused for 
spreading on a few un- 
usual airs when I notice 
that for five years in 
succession the highest 
priced carload for each 
year was from Missouri, 
as well as of the great 
Aberdeen-Angus _ breed, 
for in 1893, W. C. White, 
Carrollton, Mo., sold the 
only carload of cattle 
that year that brought 
$7 per ewt.

In 1891, J. Evans Jr. & Son, Emerson, Iowa, sold the 


highest priced load at $6.60 per ewt. In 1895, W. C. White, Carroll- 
ton, Mo., sold the highest priced carload on the Christmas market 
at $5.50 per ewt. This is the only year during these fourteen years 
that a carload of cattle has sold higher in any other month than in 
December, and while Mr. White competed with and outsold the best 
carload of every other breed, cattle were sold higher in June of 
that year, and that is the only point where my statement can be 


criticized in the least. 


“In 1894, J. Evans, Jr. & Son, Emerson, Iowa, had the market

The Angus when killed 
showed 4.14 per cent. surplus fat, while the Hereford, showed 10.75 
per cent. surplus fat; the average weight of the Aberdeen-An rus 
steers exceeded the average weight of the Hereford steers 134 ibs 

but while the average surplus fat of the Aberdeen-Angus steers was 
only 67.6 pounds, the average surplus fat of the Hereford steers was 
61 pore: exceeding the average surplus fat of the Angus steers 
93.4 Ibs. 

“It is likely that a better judge than officiated at this time nev- 
er passed on the classes of any fat stock show, yet with all of his 
experience he did not quite grasp the meaning of what lay in those 
bonnie black skins. It is

At this same show of 
1901 when the Angus lost 
the championship, there 
were sold at public auc- 
tion ten loads of Short- 
horns at an average price 
of $7.75 per ewt.; 22 
loads of Herefords at an 
average price of - $8.23 
per cwt. and 22 loads of 
Aberdeen-Angus at an 
average of $8.52 per cwt.. 
_ being 77 cents per ewt. 
more than the average of 
the Shorthorns, and 30 
cents per cwt. more than 
| the average of the Here- 
fords. The latter had the 
prestige of the champion- 
ship and its advocates 
worked hard for a high 
price. 
“It was the same in 

1908, when our crack 

carload was awarded by 
the judge the grand championship, was finatly thrown out of the 
competition entirely, the stock yard buyers gave for the Angus on 
an average 37 cents more per ewt. than for the.Herefords and 70 
cents per cwt. more than for the Shorthorns, which appears to be the 
regulation advance price in the off years of the Angus.

weeds. Nothing of this nature 
being found, and the stock continuing to die, the cattle were moved 
to another pasture and the hunt for the source of the trouble was 
resumed. And Monday it was found—a metal bucket which origin- 
ally was a container for white lead—about a six quart size. The 
bucket gave evidence of having been, when thrown into the pas- 
ture, about half full of paint, and this paint the cattle had been 
licking, the inside and bottom of the bucket being licked clean and 
slick as a rat hole. 

As the Ruffin brothers were just getting their Angus herd un- 
der good way, and their stock all registered high class stuff and 
of the best in this section of the state, the loss is not only in dol- 
lars, Lut more keen because of the depletion and setback to their 
young herd. Also, the fortunate discovery of the cause of this 
apparently baffling case of stock poisoning, should be a warning 
to every person using paint to see that the [Continued on page 11

hands. The Doddie picnic is a live one that 
will electrify an entire community and ad- 
vertise the breed as well.

CATTLE CENSUS INDICATES QUAL- 
ITY VIA PURE BREDS IS THE NEED! 


The Department of Commerce recently is- 
sued the Bureau of the Census report on cat- 
tle on the farms of the United States, com- 
paring 1910 and 1920 census figures. As 
the 1920 census was taken before the spring 
calf crop and the former census after most 
of them had: been dropped, the gain in some 
five million head shown in the figures means 
little. Another thing, the last five years of 
the ten-year period covers the war period 
when conditions were the most abnormal in 
history. Also there were unusual periods of 
drought and hard winters hitting the range 
territories to cause heavy liquidation and 
losses, these losses being both actual and in 
reproducing power of weakened herds. Al- 
together, one would say at first glance that 
the figures told little and were just as likely 
to be mis-read as to be of actual value to the 
farmer and rancher. There is one lesson, 
however, that has already been pointed out 
by the Government in its campaigns against 
tuberculosis, fever tick and other diseases 
and that is that the big gains in the cattle 
industry are now to be made in breeding 
higher dressing percentages into these 60,- 
000,000 head of cattle, so that when they are 
marketed they will add millions of pounds 
of beef—yes, better beef—to the production 
without adding any more numbers of cattle 
In so doing, the same acreage of land will 
carry the same number of cattle, or even 
less, and take less labor to get to market be- 
cause they will be ready sooner. Also the 
quality of the beef will be higher and the 
waste to consumer [Continued on page 11

the Alaska-Yukon Exposition at Seattle 
where we were both exhibitors, | having 
brought a show herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
from my lowa farm to the Pacific Coast 
tor the purpose of developing, if possible, 
some trace in this section ot the country. 
To the best of my knowledge this was the 
tirst heid ot Aberdeen-Angus to be shown 
on the racilic Coast. beimg anxious to 
learn as much as possible ot the prospects 
tor the enterprise which we had just launch- 
ed in a new and untamiliai country and also 
with a veiw of renewing our friendship, 1 
visited my Shorthorn friend. During our 
conversation he said, “You have a great 
breed ot cattle, but 1 regret to inform you 
that they are not suited to this country, 
furthermore there exists a prejudice against 
them which I fear you will have difticulty 
to overcome.” Ii answered that it had been 
my experience that where Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle were known they were liked 1egard- 
less of what the conditions might be and 
that it was our purpose to demonstrate the 
good qualities of our breed here in the West 
and we were then willing to abide by the 
verdict. That was four years ago. ‘Today 
we are selling more cattle at better prices 
than our Shorthorn neighbor and we have 
had the added satisfaction of seeing Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls take the place ot Short- 
horns and Herefords on the westein ranges 
with the result that wherever the Aberdeen- 
Angus have gone they have made friends and 
have rendered so good an account of them- 
selves that they will never be replaced with 
other breeds provided we make it possible 
for these new converts to obtain their fu- 
ture supplies of bulls from the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed. As Mr. Burns says, this is 
one of the difficulties with which the breed 
is confronted in the West. There are not 
enough pure: bred herds here to supply the 
growing demand for bulls of this breed. On 
the other hand Shorthorn and Hereford 
herds are numerous with the result that it 
is much easier for 1ange men to obtain 
bulls of these breeds. Therefore I consider 
it of vital importance to encourage in every 
way possible, the founding of more pure 
bred breeding herds of Aberdeen-Angus in 
the west of the Missouri River tervitory, 
particularly west of the Rocky Mountains, 
where there are very few at present. 

It has been the source of a great deal of 
satisfaction to the writer to hear of the 
many good things range men have had to 
say for our breed after having given them 
a trial. I recall in particular the story told 
me a year or so ago by a Montana cattle- 
man just after his state had passed through 
a summer of extreme drought followed by 
one of the most severe winters the state 
had ever experienced. One of the things 
he said was that for several years he had 
been running a few Aberdeen-Angus in con- 
nection with his larger holdings of Here- 
fords merely for the sake of comparison, 
with a view of eventually concentrating on 
the best. He had not definitely decided in 
favor of the Aberdeen-Angus until the ex- 
treme conditions above mentioned brought 
to his attention their greater ability to 
withstand the hardships of drought and 
cold. He stated that his Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle had come through the severe winter 
without loss and in much better condition 
than his Herefords, notwithstanding the 
fact that they all had the same advantages. 
The result was his complete conversion to 
the Aebrdeen-Angus breed and he buys 
bulls in carlead lots. This is the only one 
of many similar stories which I could recite. 
It seems to me that Aberdeen-Angus 


breeders as a whole are less progressive 
than those of the Shorthorn and Hereford 
breeds. We have, it is true, been busy in 
perfecting the excellent qualities of our cat- 
tle and have attained remarkable results, 
but we have not given enough thought to 
the development ot future markets which 
are of prime importance if our breed is to 


_ expand and breeders enabled to successfully 


compete with our two rival breeds. The 
Shorthoin and Hereford breeds are greater 
in their influence and much stronger in both 
resources and organization than the Aber- 
deen-Angus because of the much greater 
number of their supporters. Their cattle 
ale more widely scattered over the cattle 
Lreeding world cue largely to their more 
aggiessive attitude along the lines of ex- 
pansion. We know that it is not for the 
reason that they have better cattle or cattle 
better suited to certain environments, as 
there is no better breed than the Aberdeen- 
Angus, nor is there a breed which will 
adapt itself to any or all conditions as 
readily as ours. 

It is true that the Shorthorns and Here- 
ferds had a good start on us and this ac- 
counts in some measure for their added 
prestige. But this fact should not deter 
us in our efforts to overtake and surpass 
them; rather should it serve as an incentive 
to us to put forth greater efforts and make 
us more aggiesive advocates of the advan- 
tages possessed by our own breed. Every 
breeder should be a self-appointed publicity 
bureau and should put forth every legiti- 
mate effort to gain new adherents for our 
ranks. This is of vital importance for with- 
out this new blood being constantly brought 
in we shall eventually die of rot. There is 
no organization so great that it can indef- 
initely support itself without outside assis- 
tance. Every breeder should be a booster. 
The larger number of boosters we have the 
gieater will be our progress and the more 
rapidly will our breed gain in prestige and 
popularity. Do not allow anyone to tell you 
that the Aberdeen-Angus are outdone in 
any 1espect as beef cattle, as Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle excell all others when subject- 
ed to the test of any and all conditions. In 
the face of these superior qualities it seems 
well nigh incredible that we have not made 
greater progress. It is decidedly not the 
teult of our cattle, therefore there is only 
one other place to lay the blame and that is 
on ourselves. We should show greater 
faith in our breed. The public likes to deal 
with people who have confidence in their 
own business.

New Barns at Kansas Free Fair. 


When the live stock exhibitors arrive on 
the grounds of the Kansas Free Fair, at 
Topeka, next September they will find com- 
plete equipment for the housing and show- 
ing of stock in all of the live stock depart- 
ments, according to the announcement made 
by Secretary Phil Eastman. 

The exhibitors at the 1920 fair found that 
the Kansas Free Fair had grown to such 
proportions that its equipment no longer 
would suffice to care for the live stock cx- 
hibits. Secretary Eastman realized the sit- 
uation and while the fair was still in pro- 
gress promised the exhibitors that they 
would find the additional building ready fur 
use at the 1921 fair. 

This promise will be kept and the_horse 
and cattle breeders who exhibit at Topeka 
will find a live stock judging pavilion ready 
for the showing of the horses and cattle in 
competition. The live stock judging pa- 
vilion will be located between the large 
brick and concrete horse and cattle barns, 
which accommodate 900 head of show ani- 
mals, and will be connected with each of the 
show barns so that show animals may be 
taken from their stalls directiy to the show 
ring. The judging pavilion will be of cement 
stucco construction and will contain two 
judging rings and be equipped with seats 
for spectators. 

The building program also includes three 
barns for nurse cows. These three barns 
Will be built close by thie big cattle barn and 
will afford adequate and comfortable space 
for the nurse cows.

Feeders and ‘The Last Dip.” 


And then back again for a late afternoon turn 
around the steading at home among the byres exain- 
ining the Christmas forty, and also the calvers, and 
the other members of the breeding herd. It was a 
liberal education in stock examination to witness the 
Master handling these steers in training to receive 
the “last dip” that made them eligible for the Christ- 
mas climax. It was not necessary for him to squeeze 
up to the heads of the beasts; he would “rax” out 
his arm that his fingers might feel the loin in froni 
of the hook bones, in that position described as tne 
“melt hole’ by southern feeders; or where the short 
rib was. Then he would bend down to take in his 
hand the fold of the flank, and regaining his position 
would steady himself as he would test the covering of 
flesh on the bones on either side of the tail where 
he would expect a cushion of flesh and adipose. Then 
he would slip the palm of his hand down the middle, 
‘tween the twist, to the cod; and that operation we 
would watch with cunning intelligence. Should ‘i.e 
animal shrink and heave up its back, it meant that 
that animal had not reached that state of mellowness 
that was incumbent upon a good commercial beast 
in fulfilling his duty to attain as soon as possible in 
this period of six weeks’ preparation for the final 
test of all good beasts—the pole-axe of the London 
butcher. There were tares and yellows of the first 
period after they had been put up, and that puttin: 
up was a very delicate scientific test, for the Master 
had to pick out the heasts that would feed evenly 
together and reach the proper stage of finish at che 
same time--a sequel to those drawing that intereste:| 
us all so much—and it was a job of much concern 
to arrange them in their stalls as well, to obtain ihe 
greatest effect from their well-marshalled array as 
the Master passed along. So he proceeded from ene 
to another, noticing everything, nothing escaping 
and passing a word with the bailie who would be 
going about fearful of any sign of displeasure which, 
though it might not be expressed, would certainly 
be felt, and which would chagrin him also verv 
much; for these bailies, first, second and third, were 
all devoted to the Master and their ‘‘chairges” (char- 
ves.) A chapter might be given to them—-from Ws5i- 
liam Joss, trainer of Pride of Aberdeen, later of 
Blairshinnoc) Cottage, Banff, down to John Benzies, 
trainer of the Black Prince; ‘Johnnie’ Mutch, he: 
first knight of the besom--he was the smartest cat- 
tleman of all—- and lord of the new boxes where tie 
last great individuals were trained, including tie 
Sybils, which the had a hand in bringing out; to 
“Willum"” Bain, who handled the Paris group. ‘To 
such men more is due by the breeders than ever 
will be kriown. Their devotion to “the cause’ has 
won many a victory that otherwise would have been 
impossible. 

There is just one more “function” we might here 
recall to fill in the outlines of another picture. It is 
a “drawing.” The Rev. Henry T. Adamson, an Eng- 
lish viear, father of Henry D. of Balquharn, was vis- 
iting at Tillyfour and at lunch had heard the Master 
remark that he wanted certain beasts collected in a 
certain field for a “drawing;’’ and the reverend Ens:- 
lish vicar, thinking it must be some assignment to 
an artist to take a picture of some animal, accoim- 
panied the party. He found the lot “drawn” up in 
the field above the steading near a gate. The Mas- 
ter. passed in and cut out each beast, one after the 
other, directing his assistants to pass him through 
the gate, and woe betide the laddie that did not do 
his part of the business with neatness and despatch;

Of many other experiences, exercises and functions 
that occur in such an establishment we must pass 
over : but that they were all accompanied by charac. 
teristic activities and remarks encouraging or the re- 
verse the reader need not be invited to admit. For 
the Master’s wrath could be terrible, as I was to ex- 
perience on two or three famous occasions that may 
yet be brought to notice. But none could be kinder 
or more solicitous about his welfare than was the 
Master after it was ‘‘a’ throu’ wi’.” If sick or ail- 
ing he would be there to offer his hand and word of 
sympathy. All loved him, too, for behind that visage 
which some have thought was rugged, or even forbid- 
ding, was a heart that was as tender as a bairn’s, And 
one in his employment could always depend upon him 
to give him a lift; but they must behave themselves, 
He despised an untruthful person above everything 
else, and he would often be on the watch for any 
symptom of that kind, and perhaps the greatest tri- 
bute he ever paid myself was on one occasion he 
found himself saying. “‘Laddie, I’ve never found you 
in a lee yet.” And with that I have been able to 
thole a hantle with a clear, if sometimes depressed, 
conscience, that otherwise would have been fatal to 
that. personal peace of mind that is the most com- 
fortable mental sensation one can possess. In fact, 
as Jimmie used to chide me, I was “aye o’er muckle 
inclin’t tae o’erstate th’ truth’—if that were possi- 
ble. But I believe that proved to be my one—to my- 
self--unpardonable sin. It was hardly, however, of 
the same sort as that of a worthy elder of a dissent- 
ing body who was quite a character in our midst for 
his many quaint locoutions, one of which illustrates 
this question of veracity. He was selling a “meerie” 
that had very few bad, if any, faults; and the only 
question that seemed to arise was as to her age. Ask- 
ed that important question he replied, “Aucht” 
(Fight). Afterwards taken to task for this answer. 
which was known could hardly be easily substantiated. 
he replied with a sly, consciousness of the absurdity of 
it, “She was that, onywye,”’ which was an instance. 
verily, of the ethics of the most observant of the 
craft, of being ‘‘as honest as there was ony eese for.” 

Mr. M’Combie ‘and Some Reflections. 

Just a last look and turn with the Master, in his 
cloak again; he took that favourite cloak with him to 
London while attending Parliament, and wore it there 
with much distinction, especially on the occasion of 
his going to the first meetings of the evangelist Moo- 
dy, at the Agricultural Hall. He had a close-up view 
of the great exhorter, being near him on the plat- 
form, and Moody became a great favourite with the 
old fire-and-brimstone believer, for he substituted Moo- 
dy’s sermons for Spurgeon’s—which had_ previously 
displaced Henry and Doddridge—at his Sunday even- 
ing service at home; and acquired a great deal of 
contempt for his old-time resignation to the terror- 
inspiring ideal of the future state of those who “did 
not ‘keep My Commandments’.”” He came to reverence 
the God of Love, not of Vengeance. 

That the Master possessed what in these later days 
of psychological analysis is called magnetism, there 
could be no doubt. That he was fuller of that sort 
of influence than most men on the market would a

For his ambition, politically, had with- 
out doubt been kindled and fanned by his cousin of the 
“Free Press,” who was seeking a candidate that he 
could support. Once asked as to the reason for his 
adopting the Liberal platform, for he had apparent- 
ly been inclined the other way, as was his cousin of 
Easter Skene, naturally some might assume, he dis- 
missed it with the laconic “It wadna dee—and invar- 
iably a pinch of snuff. The one who had made him 
see that “it wadna dee’? was William M’Combie of the 
“Free Press,”’ whose ‘Hours of Thought’’ I picked up 
in a second-hand bookshop in New York, and later a 
copy of “Johnny Gibb” with Reid’s steel plates. Add- 
ed to all was his deep religious instinct. That it was 
an instinct I think we can agree. On one oceasion ia 
these jaunts over the farm he during a warm summer 
day had me acecompnay him to a spot where the near- 
est wood and field met half-way to Tillyriach, form- 
ing the border of Glen Bleatock and Upperhill; and 
there, at the corner where a view could be got of the 
Bleatock, of Upperhill, Tillyfour, and Netherhill, he 
sat down, and, laying aside his stick, removed his hai 
and clapsed his hands and seemed engaged in a si- 
lent prayer. After a rest, rising, he said, “It was 
right here, laddie, one day in getting over this stile 
it came to me in a flash that I was a sinner and 
would be lost if I did not follow Him.” 

This gives me the opportunity to note that he spent 
his Sundays with his brother Charles, ‘the Doctor.” 
as he was called, at the manse of Lumphanan. It wa- 
a seven-mile drive over the south and north road, with 
a long pull on either side, reaching the dividing line 
‘tween Don and Dee.

comium from William Ewart Gladstone. 

Reaching the top of the long climb, the ponies were 
let go and went spinning homeward; and as we wouici 
ease up, after a trained dash up the steep approach 
to the house on the knoll, we would startle the rooks 
that had been encouraged by the Master to make their 
home there amid these trees behind the house. and 
whose habits I used to watch from the inside.

The rookery had started with one lone pair and 
quickly accumulated, being unmolested. They be- 
came, though, rather a pest; but were tholed for the 
confidence they found in the comfort of a home which 
they were welcome to make absolutely their own.

Another point about fieldmen is that they 
have caused the cut in fair premiums, and 
that is a genuine step backwards. The 
thousands spent on fieldmen if appropriated 
to prizes in state and county fairs would be 
beyond comparison with fieldmen in the way 
of publicity. 

The publicity department was also sacri- 
ficed for the fieldmen craze. This depart- 
ment I believe is very essential in breed ad- 
vertising and should be carried on. It willi 
reach millions where the fieldmen reach doz- 
ens and at a fraction of the cost. 

Personally I am not critizing the fieldmen 
but believe the results necessary to justify 
the cost is not within the power of any man.
